Because we believe in our country 
1-, will always be our desire and our 
duty to defend it. 
It can not be 
too often stated th a t we cherish no 
sentim ent of aggression tow ard any 
other people. 
B ut the obligation to 
resist evil, to be prepared to m ain­ 
tain the orderly authority of the rule 
of law in both our domestic and our 
foreign relations, is one which can 
not be avoided. For the Governm ent 
to disregard the science of national 
defense would expose it to the con­ 
tem pt of its citizens at home and 


lessons can be made a great advan­ 
tage to us. It gave us an opportunity 
to know the world and afforded us 
a place in the world which we did 
not have before. 
It revealed to us 
to a large extent both our powers and 
our responsibilities. 
It dem onstrat­ 
ed so clearly the interdependence of 
all people th a t we are not likely to 
hear again in responsible quarters 
th a t w hat other nations do is no con­ 
cern of ours. It is also easier for us 
to rem em ber th a t w hat we do has 
its effect on other 
nations. 
Quite 
properly, under international law, one 
people is debarred from interfering 
in the strictly domestic affairs of 
another people. The first law of lib­ 
erty, which was one of the princi­ 
ples for which we were fighting, re­ 
quires th a t each people should be 
free to m anage their own affairs so 
long as they observe the rights of 
others. In the dom ain of foreign re ­ 
lations there can be no doubt th a t 
throughout civilization a new dispo­ 
sition was created to discard the old 
rule of force and adopt more exclus­ 
ively the rule of law, relying for en ­ 
forcem ent upon its own m oral power. 
This has brought about among the 
nations of the world a new sym pathy 
for each other and a new forbear­ 
ance tow ard each other which did not 
before exist. 
I t , has elim inated a 
great deal of selfishness and produced 
a desire for m utual helpfulness, even 
at the cost of considerable sacrifice. 
In their foreign relations all over 
the world a very distinct m anifesta­ 
tion can be seen in the attitude of 
the great powers of wholesome re­ 
strain t and an effort to conclude by 
patient negotiation w hat but a short 
time ago would have been determ ined 
of the world abroad. It would be an w ith an iron hand, 
attem p t to evade bearing our share I 
A nother result which the United 
of the burdens of civilization.

As the nations of the earth have 
] come to see each other in a new rela­ 
tionship, so there has been revealed 
to the people of our own country the 
existence of a relationship which they 
did not before fully comprehend. D ur- 
j ing the w ar we heard m uch about 
I m an power. We found th a t it was a 
m atter not only of quantity but of 
quality. 
The draft dem onstrated to 
us our strength, but also our weak­ 
ness. 
We found a very disquieting 
lack of education which reached into 
every State in the Union. Too m any 
| of our newer citizens did not under- 
| stand the English language. 
These 
1 disadvantages were in 
some 
ways 
I compensated by the wonderful spirit 
j of loyalty and devotion 
th a t 
was 
I m anifest in the heart of the whole 
Nation. We learned not only the im ­ 
portance which we are to each other 
I but the necessity for individual de- 
| velopment. 
We found th a t we needed not only 
j a large num ber of people, but a large 
I num ber of trained and educated peo- 
! pie capable of putting forth a com- 
| mon effort through being able to ar- 
j rive at a common understanding. We 
came to a new sense of our depend­ 
ence on the individual and a new 
realization of the obligation of so­ 
ciety to him and his worth to soci­ 
ety. 
This has immeasurably raised 
both the economic and spiritual stan­ 
dards of our country. A citizen of the 
United States holds a new position, 
higher th a n th a t which was ever held 
in any past time. 
The opportunities 
which are enjoyed by our countrym en 
are far superior to those which ever 
came to any other people. 
One of the most wide-reaching im ­ 
pressions th a t came out of our war 
experience was the duties and re­ 
sponsibilities of citizenship. We came 
to see th a t each citizen m ight be call­ 
ed upon by the Governm ent in time 
of need for his life and his proper­ 
ty. 
Those who went into the armed 
service offered their lives, and those 
who contributed to 
the 
w ar-tim e 
charities, to the purchase of Liberty 
bonds, and to the paym ent of taxes 
contributed 
their 
property. 
Those 
who possessed very 
large 
incomes 
paid into the National Treasury about 
80 per cent of it, which, with their 
State and local taxes, came very close 
to a taking over by the Government 
of their entire property for use d u r­ 
ing the war. It was, in fact, a prac­ 
tical conscription for an indefinite 
tim e of the property of those of very 
large incomes. 
W hile some of our 
people were in the service, others 
were producing food, 
turning 
out 
munitions, looking after the affairs 
of government, and carrying on the 
necessary activities of commerce and 
transportation. 
It is in accordance with our de­ 
term ination to refrain from aggression 
and build up a sentim ent and prac­ 
tice among nations more favorable 
to peace, th a t we ratified a treaty 
for the lim itation of naval arm a­ 
m ents made in 1921, earnestly sought 
for a further extension of this prin­ 
ciple in 1927, and have secured the 
consent of 14 im portant nations to 
the negotiation of a treaty condem n­ 
ing recourse to war, renouncing it 
as an instrum ent of national policy, 
and pledging each other to seek no 
solutioh of their disagreem ents ex­ 
cept by pacific means. 
It is hoped 
other nations will Join this movement. 
Had an agreem ent of this kind been 
in existence in 1914, there is every 
reason to suppose th a t it would have 
saved the situation and delivered the 
w'orld from all the misery which was 
inflicted by the G reat War. 
By taking a leading position in se­ 
curing 
this 
agreem ent, 
which 
is 
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wàe 
progress of hum anity, we have dem ­ 
onstrated th a t when we have said 
we m aintained our arm am ents, not 
for aggression, but purely for defense, 
we were making a candid statem ent 
which we were willing to verify by 
cur actions. 
I shall not now go into a discussion 
of the details of the im plications of 
this agreem ent other th an to point 
out that, of course, it detracts noth­ 
ing from the right and obligation of 
ourselves or the other high contracting 
parties to m aintain an adequate n a ­ 
tional defense against any attack, but 
it does pledge ourselves not to attack 
others 
in 
consideration 
for 
their 
agreem ent not to attack us, and to 
seek a settlem ent of our controver­ 
sies one with another through peace­ 
ful means. 
While it would be too much to 
suppose th a t war has been entirely 
banished, yet a new and im portant 
barrier, reasonable and honorable, has 
been set up to prevent it. This agree­ 
m ent proposes a revolutionary policy 
among nations. 
It holds a greater 
hope for peaceful relations th an was 
ever before given to the world. 
If 
those who are involved in it, having 
started it will finish it, its provisions 
will prove one of the greatest bless­ 
ings ever bestowed upon hum anity. 
It is a fitting consumm ation of the 
iirst decade of peace.

Excavators At 
Cluoy Dig For 
Ancient Data 


By ROBERT W. THOMPSON

CLUNY, France, Aug. 15.- With a 
populace looking on with awe and 
whispering about the discovery of 
hidden gold American excavators are 
digging away placidly on the site of 
the Abbey of Cluny stronghold on 
monasticism In the Middle Ages. 
Despite village gossip the expedi­ 
tion, headed by Dr. Kenneth J Con- 
ant, of Harvard University, is seeking 
a less material treasure, and that is 
knowledge 
Gold. If any, will be turn­ 
ed over to the local museum which 
already has been enriched by finds 
of the excavators. 
Early History. 
The expedition was sent out by the 
Mediaeval Academy of America which 
obtained a concession on the historic 
site, for the purpose of obtaining pre­ 
cise data on the construction of the 
Abbey and adjoining church. 596 feet 
long. 
This church, built between 1088 and 
1220, had four towers 200 feet high 
and three others 150 feet high. 
It 
was the largest church ever con­ 
structed in France. 
Revolutionists 
demolished the church between 1798 
and 1823, using the stone for build­ 
ing material. 
The 
excavators 
have 
uncovered 
fifteen feet of masonry at the nar- 
thex portal-of the church and found 
fragments of sculptured decoration 
evidencing, it was said, the thorough­ 
ness with which the revolutionists de­ 
stroyed the structure. 
Many Traditions. 
Cluny is steeped in traditions and 
history 
liberally 
embellished 
with 
myths, which are said to account for 
the strong belief that American exca- j 
vators are digging for gold. 
The town was captured in 1471 by 
the troops of Louis XI. 
Forty-eight 
years later the Abbey became the pro­ 
perty of the Guise family. 
Four 
Guises held the office of abbott for 
the next hundred years. 
Cluny was 
the storm center for the wars cf the 
religion in the sixteenth century. The 
Abbey was closed in 1717 and the last 
blow fell with the destruction of the 
church.

HOOVER’S LETTERS REVEAL 
BELIEFS ON PROHIBITION

i ' Herbert Hoover is elected presi­ 
dent, it was learned today on the 
highest authority. 
All doubt over the Republican n o m ­ 
inee’s dryness was dissipated through 
th e discovery of two Hoover u tte r­ 
ances on prohibition, m ade back in 
1918 under wartim e law. 
A “tem pest 
in a teap o t” controversy hed raged 
here since S aturday due to a “w et” 
Interpretation, placed 
on 
Hoover’s 
prohibition declaration, by one of his 
closest political advisers. 
His d ry ­ 
ness however, had been announced 
by In tern atio n al News Service on July 
25th. 
The 1918 utterances revealed Hoo­ 
ver as a strict prohibitionist, as a m an 
who sought to establish tem perance 
in America and as one who deplored 
th e drinking of intoxicating liquors. 
He announced himself flatly as a 
“lifelong believer in national tem ­ 
perance.” 
T he utterances, a public 
sta te m e n t an d a letter to Senator 


M orris Sheppard <D) of Texas, plac­ 
ed Hoover in the category of the 
“bone-drys.” 
If any fu rth er doubt m ight exist 
as to his dryness, it would disappear 
through the action of Daniel A. Pol­ 
ing, editor of T he C hristian Herald 
and president of the In tern atio n al 
Society of C hristian Endeavor, in e n ­ 
dorsing his acceptance speech declar­ 
ation on prohibition. 
Poling, one of 
the outstanding dry leaders, wired 
H oover: 
“It was economically sound, m oral­ 
ly right and a challenge to the high­ 
est patriotism . The cam paign has all 
the proportions of a crusade. 
We 
shall follow you with enthusiasm .” 
The letter to Senator Sheppard was 
w ritten July 4, 1918, in reply to a 
request from the Texan th a t Hoover, 
as food adm inistrator, close breweries 
throughout the country. 
“If brewing is stopped,” Hoover re ­ 
plied, “beer would disappear from the 
liquor trade w ithin one cr two m onths 
and the whole country would be put 
practically on a whiskey, brandy and 
gin basis, w ith seme supplies of wine. 
The saloons would be left open and 
upon a basis of selling drinks carry ­ 
ing 40 to 50 per cent of alcohol, with 
some supplies of wine, instead of a 
large proportion of their customers be-

“It raises the very serious moral 
problem as to whether infinitely more 
damage will not result from such ac­ 
tion than in a continuation of the 
use of this limited amount of food­ 
stuffs in brewing. 
It does appear to 
me that the losses in food are en ­ 
tirely secondary to the moral and 
physical dangers. 
“You are probably aware that I 
have been a lifelong believer in n a ­ 
tional temperance.” 
The following day, June 5, 1918, 
Hoover issued a 
public 
statem ent, 
saying: “If we stop brewing, the sa­ 
loons of the country will still be open 
but confined practically to a whiskey 
and gin basis. 
Any true advocate of 
temperance and of national efficien­ 
cy in these tim es will shrink from 
this situation, for the national dan­ 
ger in it is greater than the use of 
some 4,000,000 bushels of grain m onth­ 
ly in the breweries. 
“If the American people want pro­ 
hibition. they should prohibit by leg­ 
islation to that end and not force the 
food adm inistration to the respon­ 
sibility for an orgy of drunkenness. 
It is mighty difficult to get drunk on 
23i per cent beer; it v/ill be easy 
enough if we force a substitute of dis­ 
tilled drinks for it. 
“The food administration has gone 
as far as it can toward temperance 
without precipitating a worse situ­ 
ation. If the American people or con­ 
gress will stop the sale of distilled 
liquors, the adm inistration will find 
no difficulty in stopping brewing.” 
Since these utterances, the Ameri­ 
can people wrote 
the 
Eighteenth 
Amendment into the Constitution and 
Hoover has declared against its re­ 
peal. 
In the opinion of his friends 
here, he stands committed to the 
dryest kind of prohibition enforce­ 
ment. 
Hoover planned to spend another 
day quietly resting at his home, pend­ 
ing his start back to W ashington on 
Thursday night. 
His only visitor was 
to be George W ingfield, Republican 
leader from Nevada.

WASHINGTON, D. C, Aug. 15.— 
You won’t, no m atter who you are, 
get a glimpse of your Uncle Sam ‘3 
new m iniature greenbacks for about a 
year. At least you won’t until July 1, 
1929. 
This caution on the part of govern­ 
m ent officials is not due to any selfish 
desire to keep the cute new bills all 
to themselves. 
Nor can it, like so 
m any conservative measures, be re­ 
ferred to 
as the New England or 
Coolidge variety of thrift. The rather 
surprising reason is th a t greenbacks 
have this in common with whiskey: 
Both m ust be aged before they’re at 
their best. 
Treasury officials declare th a t the 
governm ent lost a lot of money during 


the war when paper currency to meet 
the emergency was turned into circu­ 
lation too quickly after printing, with 
the result that_ it soon cracked and 
had to be replaced. 
Now, however, 
there is plenty of time and the pint- 
size certificates will repose in storage 
until properly aged. 
W hether this 
aging takes place in wood is unknown 
as yet. 
Not only will you not be able to see 
the r.ew- money, but you won’t even 
be able to see a picture of it—not 
even the one dollar kind, which is s

Montieello which ornam ent the front 
and back, respectively, of the two’s, 
nor of Lincoln and the Lincoln Me­ 
morial in the same positions on the 
five dollar bills. Not until next July. 
Of course, you may not see them 
then, at least not many of them, if 
you are the average citizen. 
Alexan­ 
der Ham ilton and Andrew Jackson 
should get a fairly large audience for 
their portraits on the 10 and 20 dollar 
issues, but how m any times will you, 
if you are the average citizen, view 
G rant, Franklin, McKinley. Madison 
or Chase in their incarnations on the 
front of the $50. $100, $500, $1,000, 
$5.000 and $10.000 specimens of w hat 
are sometimes lovingly called m a- 
zuma? 
Echo may be quoted as the 
authority answering, Not often. 
It may perhaps be seme consola­ 
tion, however, to this average citizen 
to learn th a t it is impossible for him 
to see a picture of a postage stam p 
as it is of the $10.000 portrait of Mr. 
Secretary Chare. Each is equally ban­ 
ned by the penal code. 
Hollywood itself also furnishes the 
average citizen with consoling m a­ 
terial.

money th a t was real money inad­ 
vertently got itself screened. 
The 
eagle eye of the censor, governmental 
or otherwise, was not blinded by |h e 
dram atic a rt any more th an is th a t 
of the average movie fan, and out 
came th a t sequence and it wras “shot” 
again with stage money. Movie money 
m ust be as big a fake as glycerin 
tears. 
Perhaps even more momentous a 
loss th an th a t occasioned by not see­ 
ing the pictures of American heroes of 
the past, is th a t occasioned by the 
delay in seeing for the first time the 
nam e Andrew Mellon affixed to the 
promise of the United S tafes to “pay 
to the bearer.” 
Mr. Mellon’s will he 
the first signature of a secretary of 
the treasury to appear on American 
currency. 
H itherto the nam es of the 
register of the treasury and the treas­ 
urer of the United States have fol­ 
lowed the traditional promise, but the 
departm ent has reached the conclu­ 
sion th a t its head should be formal 
sponsor of the obligation. 
The fact th a t it will bear Mr. M el­ 
lon’s signature is not, however, the 
reason why the first sheet which has 
been drawm from the press will be 
fram ed to hang in his office. 
It is officially stated th at the rea­ 
son is th a t this is the first im portant 
change in currency desism since 1868.

Reforestation Is 
Useless In Some 
Sections Of State 


(International New* Servie*) 
HARRISBURG, Aug. 15.—Studies 
completed by experts in the depart­ 
ment of forests and waters have con­ 
vinced officials that it is useless to 
attem pt reforestation in areas bathed 
with industrial fumes except with a 
few species able to withstand the un­ 
natural conditions. 
The department today made public 
b list of trees, naming those found 
best 
able 
to 
withstand 
industrial 
smoke and fumes. 
With the excep­ 
tion, of elderberry bushes the ailanthus 
was found to thrive best under such 
conditions. 
Three varieties of oak— 
white, pin and red—in 
the 
order 
named also were found able to with­ 
stand the smoke. Norway maple came 
next on the list followed by oriental 
plane, black locust, elm, tulip poplar 
and the silver, sugar and ash leaved 
maples. 
The 8avian juniper was fouLd to œ 
the best conifer for the conditions. 
Austrian pine, arbor vitae and red 
cedar also grew in the localities in 
which studies were made. 
It was recommended th at in plant- 


lng the approved species, well rooted 
thrifty, nursery grown stock be used. 
Trees about one inch in diameter at 
breast height were suggested. 
In studying localities whose indus­ 
tries throw off large amounts of 
smoke and fumes aoute injury to tree 
growth was found as much as 10 or 
15 miles from the plants. If the to­ 
pography and prevailing winds are 
suitable instances were found from 
50 to 100 miles where trees had been 
stunted by gas and smoke carried in 
the atmosphere.

Will Investigate 
Beaver Increase 
In Pennsylvania 


(International New* Service) 
HARRISBURG, Aug. 15.—Increas­ 
ing beaver population of the state 
with resultant complaints regarding 
timber destruction demands a careful 
investigation and weighing of both 
sides of the question, B. T. Moore of 
the department of forests and waters 
said today. 
Moore is a veteran em­ 
ploye of the department and has been 
an observer of forest problems far 
more than 50 years. 
Moore said he is convinced from 
his own observation that beaver dams 
do not always kill hardwood growth. 
He admitted, however, that few of 
the softwood species 
survive 
after 
they have been flooded by the back 
water from a beaver dam. 
In supporting his contention re­ 
garding the hardwoods, Moore m en­ 
tioned 
the 
Laurel Run district of 
Huntingdon county where white oak 
thrived although they stood in old 
dams where they had been covered by 
from 18 to 40 inches of water. Bea­ 
vers abandon their dams when food 
nearby gets scarce and trees that have 


not been killed seem to benefit from 
their temporary flooding, Moore add­ 
ed. 
The value of the beaver in flood 
control was another problem which 
Moore said should be studied fully. 
In a number of instances it recently 
has been necessary to have expert 
trappers of the game commission re­ 
move beavers from sections where 
their dams flooded valuable timber.

DEAUVILLE, Aug. 15.—Why does 
nearly everybody lose money at the 
gambling tables? 
I have talked to 
scores of regular customers at the Ca­ 
sino, and speaking quite confiden­ 
tially, nearly all admit that they lose 
a good deal of money in the long run. 
This is equally true whether they 
play for big stakes or little. You can 
bet as little as a franc at a time, and 
on the other end of the scale the 
baccara tables in the “factory” who 
make more or less a profession of 
gambling, nobody seems to win. 
On the open game of “boule” (or 
“petits chevaux”), which is the only 
open game permitted in France, the 
percentage against the p l a y e r is 
rather high, amounting to about 11 
per cent. 
At baccara, however, the 
“kitty’s” share is practically negligi­ 
ble. On the roulette tables at Monte 
Carlo, where losers are Just as nu­ 
merous as anywhere else, the per­ 
centage against you is only four. 
An experienced patron suggests a 
plausible explanation. 
“Most people,” he says, “go into the 
gaming room with a fixed notion that

they are going to lose. Some of them, 
indeed, decide at the beginning of the 
season that they will ‘spend’ so much 
a day at the tables. 
“Naturally they are not really gam­ 
blers. 
Gambling bores most people. 
They play in a desultory way until 
their fixed amount is gone, then they 
go and play tennis or golf. 
If they 
happen to have a winning streak at 
the outset of their gambling, it is al­ 
most a calamity—they simply play 
faster from then on until their daily 
allowance is gone. 
“To win at games of chance you 
must have the will to win and the 
confidence that you are going to win. 
And if you set a limit to your losses, 
you must also set a limit to your 
winnings. When you have won what 
you set out to win, you must quit. But 
nobody can do that except a real 
gambler. 
“Mathematically 
speaking, 
there 
should be as many winners as losers, 
deducing only the kitty’s percentage. 
The fact is that 90 per cent lose, and 
the other 10 per cent, the wise ones, 
get it all. 
That’s because they play 
to win, while most people deliberately 
play to lose.”

For fifty years he 
was a successful business man. Among 
the numerous offices he held were the 
presidency of the Deseret National 
Bank, vice presidency of the Deseret 
Savings Bank, Director of the U tah- 
Idaho Sugar Company, and president 
and director of numerous other con­ 
cerns. 
It was in 1904 that Cutler was per­ 
suaded by his friends to turn his back 
on business for a few years and en ­ 
ter his nam e as candidate for the 
governorship of Utah.

To Start Campaign

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The Her­ 
bert Hoover bandwagon Is twins. 
Equipped with motion pictures, loud 
speakers, amplified talking machines 
and a staff of high-powered spell­ 
binders, a pair of motor buses will be 
cent into the Republican presidential 
campaign late this week, it was learn­ 
ed today. 
The busses, innovations in national 
political campaigns, will be assigned 
the task of spreading “who but Hoov- 
erism,” through the country from top 
to bottom and end to end. They will 
be directed by the speakers bureau 
headquarters of the G. O. P. at Chi­ 
cago and New York. 
First assignments of the busses will 
be at West Branch, Iowa,, where 
Hoover will arrive in his old home 
town August 21, and at Providence, 
R. I., August 23 where the vice-presi­ 
dential candidate 
Senator 
Charles 
Curtis of Kansas will open his drive 
for election. After these assignments 
the two busses will be put on the 
load and kept moving steadily until 
election day.
